FRESH confusion 
over changes to car 
parking rules will 
make city streets a 
“nightmare”, resi¬ 
dents and shopkeep¬ 
ers have claimed. 

Ely city centre will 
have short-stay only 
parking from Dec¬ 
ember 10, as East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council bids to create 
more spaces for shop¬ 
pers. 

However, the council’s 
new £1 million car park on 
Angel Drove for commuters 
who use Ely station, which 
is supposed to ease on-street 
problems, will not open 
until five days later 

And permits for shop 
workers allowing them to 
use spaces all day will not be 
introduced until January or 
February. 

Some city centre residents 
are angry that their calls for 
permits have been turned 
down. They say they will 
face battles with commuters 
to find scarce spaces and 
may have to move their cars 
up to three times a day. 

But Ely’s mayor, Coun 
Ron Bradney, thinks those 
who have homes with spaces 
should not be expected to 
subsidise permits for those 
who do not. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, a 
Forehill resident who is 
chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said:

“There will be five days 
where nobody knows what 
they will be doing. It will be 
a nightmare.” 

Mrs Griffin-Singh thinks 
the council’s bid to boost 
Ely’s shops should not hurt 
city centre residents. She 
said: “Us shopkeepers want 
to make a living that is not 
to the detriment of anyone 
else’s lives. 

“I think this has been 
engineered to create 
maximum chaos so the 
council can start talking 
about parking charges 
again.” 

David Kirby, a Silver 
Street resident, said: “If you 
are giving permits to 
shopkeepers, you should do 
it for residents. If you want 
to go to long-term parking, 
we have got to pay £2.50 a 
day at Angel Drove.” 

David Archer, the coun¬ 
cil’s executive director of 
development, has said there 
will be a settling in period 
until the New Year when 
warnings, rather than 
tickets will be handed out to 
people overstaying their 
welcome in short-stay 
spaces. He has also said the 
council has no plans to 
introduce charging. 

The last meeting of the 
council’s environment and 
transport committee saw 
the defeat of an amendment 
that would have granted 
residents permits.

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Artist defends choice 
of riverside sculpture

AN ARTIST has defended 
her £127,000 sculpture 
against claims it is 
“hideous” and a “waste of 
taxpayers’ money”. 

Sluice, by artist Lulu Quinn, 
stands on Ely’s beautiful 
riverside and beams moving 
images of water from Denver 
Sluice, the point in the Fens 
where salt and sea water meet. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, a 
member of the City of Ely 
Council and chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, has said 
city residents hate the sculpture. 
But Ms Quinn thinks Ely folk 
will grow to love its “energies”. 

The Arts Council provided 
£97,500 for Sluice, with the City 
of Ely Perspective putting in 
£2,000 and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council paying £27,500 
from money given by housing 
developers for public art. 

Mrs Griffin-Singh said: “It is 
hideous. It is the biggest waste of 
taxpayers’ money - and one way 
or another it is taxpayers’ money 
- on earth. 

“Several people have com¬ 
mented to me that it is just the 
most ridiculous looking thing 
they have ever seen. 

“I saw a group of teenagers 
standing there laughing at it. I 
don’t know which generation it 
is designed to appeal to. 

“If you see it at night it is even 
worse. It looks like something 
that fell off a space ship. 

“I just do not think it is in 
keeping with what Ely is about.” 

Mrs Griffin-Singh thinks the 
money could have been better 
spent. She said: “There is always 
the argument that money is for 
arts and could not be spent on 
other things. But if people 
around the country did not 
spend this money and put it back 
in the Government pot, how 


much money would not be 
wasted on things that people 
don’t want? 

“If you have got to spend 
money on arts, I cannot believe 
it is good value. Think how far 
that money would have gone 
for art workshops, or for the 
Ely Watercolour Society.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council said: “No East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 


taxpayers’ money is being used 
to fund the Sluice Gate. It is 
jointly funded by the Arts 
Council, Ely Perspective and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council through money 
specifically provided by 
developers to enhance the 
cultural offering in the city.” 

Ms Quinn, 52, thinks the 
stainless steel creation is value 
for money. She said: “Of course

some people have said that this 
is a waste of money - they 
always focus on the cost. But it 
is important to point out that 
the sculpture itself only cost 
£85,000, and the rest of the 
money went on community 
projects. 

“It’s a permanent piece, so we 
had to do a lot of research on 
which materials to use, and the 
technology used for the screens 
was very expensive. 

“This is a reflective piece and 
eventually people will get the 
sense of the different energies. 
If it brings more people to the 
area and provides a focus for 
the riverside, it won’t be a 
waste of money.” 

Ms Quinn wanted the 
sculpture to be a reminder of 
Ely’s history. She said: “It 
reminds people that Ely is in a 
controlled situation. 

“It is only because of the 
water management system and 
the skills of the people who 
operated it that we are in a safe 
environment.”

Give Maltings back 
to the people - call 


AN HISTORIC public 
venue that is Ely’s 
“heart and pride” 
must be given back to 
residents, a councillor 
has said. 

Coun Richard Hobbs 
fears that the Maltings, the 
riverside home of the city’s 
cinema, will be lost to the 
community when East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council leases it to a pri¬ 
vate company next year. 

Coun Hobbs, a member 
of the City of Ely Council, 
wants the district council 
to “give it back” to the city 
council. 

He has declared he will 
hold a public meeting on 
the issue if enough mem¬ 
bers of the public step

forward to back his cause. 

The councillor says Ely 
taxpayers paid £80,000 to 
renovate the Maltings in 
1967 - more than £1 million 
today - the year before it 
was given to the district 
council by the forerunner 
of the city council, Ely 
Urban District Council. 

Coun Hobbs, who has 
written to the district 
council to state his case, 
said: “The Maltings is a 
pride of East Cambridge¬ 
shire, and particularly of 
Ely. It should be the heart 
of community life in Ely. 

“It is the only public hall 
we have in Ely. It is the 


only raked seating we have 
in East Cambridgeshire. It 
is the only cinema we have 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

“I am concerned that 
there will be no commun¬ 
ity use within the Malt¬ 
ings. 

“We may well end up 
with a Maltings curry 
house or lap-dancing club.” 

The district council has 
not specified that the 
Maltings must be used for 
community purposes by 
the new leaseholder, but 
says it wants bids that will 
allow use by and for the 
whole community. 

Coun John Humphreys, 
chairman of the district 
council’s asset manage¬ 
ment sub-committee, said: 
“The option on the Malt¬ 


ings has been contracted 
out for a long time. It is 
just that we want to do it 
on a different basis. 

“The whole idea is to 
increase its use by the 
community and for the 
community. Previous con¬ 
tracts have been too 
restrictive and short-term. 

“Over the last few years, 
a number of clubs and 
societies have stopped 
using it because it has 
become expensive.” 

The Maltings will close 
for a six-month refit in 
May 2008 and will reopen 
under new control. 

Arts Development in 
East Cambridgeshire, 
which runs Ely Cinema, 
has said it will consider 
bidding.

Coun Bradney, a com¬ 
mittee member, said: “It is 
not down to the council to 
supply parking for all of the 
residents of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“If I pay rates on my 
drive, I would be most un¬ 
happy to subsidise someone 
in the town centre who 
doesn’t. 

“There are advantages to 
living in the city centre, but 
there are also disadvant¬ 
ages. One of them is the 
difficulty of parking a car if 
you do not have a drive.” 

Coun Bradney believes 
there will be initial prob¬ 
lems with the new rules. 

He said: “It is going to be 
very difficult until things 


settle down.” 

Coun Ian Allen, a member 
of the committee who 
backed residents’ permits, 
believes a residents’ petition 
should have been taken into 
consideration. 

He said: “In desperation to 
fill the new car park and 
make as much money as 
possible, the council are 
disadvantaging residents by 
forcing them into using it. 

“There are employees who 
will get permits, but people 
who live in Ely won’t - that 
doesn’t seem fair. 

“My proposal was to open 
the car park for six months 
without changing the rules 
and see what happens.”

Protesters’ petition 
passed to inspector

THE Government must 
listen to “the voice of the 
people” and turn down 
plans for a new town, an 
MP has told the Mere- 
ham inquiry. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, made his 
objections to the proposed 
Mereham development as local 
residents handed over a 7,846- 
signature petition against the 
plans. 

Mr Paice told the inquiry in 
Haddenham that developer 
Multiplex Stannifer is “des¬ 
perate” and mocked its record 
on the troubled project to build 
the new Wembley Stadium. 

An estimated 100 members 
of the public turned out to 
hear Mr Paice speak and see 
the petition being handed over 
to planning inspector Richard 
Ogier, who said it would be 
included in documents sent to 
the Government. 

Mr Paice emphasised “the 
most important voice of all, 
the voice of the people”. 

He said: “This application 
was rejected by both Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

“The objections to this 
development are not nimby- 
ism. They stem from the belief 
that local democracy matters. 
Only a few years ago we had 
the major examination in 
public about a new settlement 
which decided on North- 
stowe.” 

Mr Paice rejected suggest¬ 
ions by Multiplex that the 
5,100-home development could 
get off the ground quickly to 
address a housing shortage 
caused by delays to North- 


stowe, the 9,500-home town due 
to be built near Oakington. 

He said: “The prospect of 
these houses being built and 
occupied before Northstowe is, 
in my view, minimal. 

“I only have to remind 
myself of their track record in 
building Wembley to be 
convinced.” 

Referring to Multiplex’s £250 
million valuation of the site on 
the A10 near Stretham, Mr 
Paice said: “That represents 
over 12 per cent of the 
company’s assets - no wonder 
they are desperate.” 

The MP, who is Shadow 
Minister for Agriculture and 
Rural Affairs, said East 
Cambridgeshire was meeting 
housing targets for 8,600 new 
homes between 2001 and 2021 
without Mereham, because of 
“huge new estates” springing 
up in Ely and Soham. 

He also criticised Multi¬ 
plex’s new proposals to only 
widen the A10 between the 
Stretham and Denny End 
junctions. 

Mr Paice said: “Those of us 
who are old enough to rem¬ 
ember when widening roads 
was the all the rage can 
remember the slaughter 
caused by people overtaking 
down the centre, which is why 
the practice was abandoned.”

The council 
has previously said it was not 
convinced that “out-of-town” shopp¬ 
ing would benefit Ely. 

A Lidl spokesman said: “We see Ely 
as having limited food retail choice, 
with its residents having to travel to 
our store in March on Dartford Road 
to achieve quality choice and value. 

“The proposed site will be ideally 
situated to serve the needs of 
residents living in and around Ely, 
bringing jobs and investment, as well 
as a much-needed alternative 
discount food store.” 



Rail death victim named 


A MAN found dead on 
railway tracks has been 
named. 

Andrew Ward, 38, was 
found 400 metres from Ely 
station on Saturday, Nov¬ 
ember 17. 

At the time of his death, 
police said there were no 
suspicious circumstances. 

The body of Mr Ward, 
who lived in George Pate- 
man Court, Cambridge, was 
spotted by a train driver. 

An inquest into his death 
has been opened by William 
Morris, the coroner for 
North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

A spokesman for the 
British Transport Police 
said at the time that it was 
likely Mr Ward had been hit 
by the last train going 


through the station on 
Friday night. 

Train services between 
Norfolk and Cambridge¬ 
shire were disrupted for an 
hour after his body was 
found. 

In October 2006, 20-year- 
old Craig Long committed 
suicide by lying in front of 
a train in Ely. His body was 
found at the automatic 
crossing on Kiln Lane. 

Mr Long had been 
haunted by drug problems 
and had first taken crack 
cocaine at the age of 17. 

Train driver Geoffrey 
Pinder had no chance to 
stop when Mr Long stepped 
out from bushes with the 
train just yards away, an 
inquest heard.

We will continue 
our campaign for 
parking changes 


Open letter to the chairman and 
members of the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council Environment and 
Transport Committee 
Sir, With reference to parking for 
residents without private space following 
changes to take effect on December 10, 
2007. 

The intransigence of certain members of 
your committee has forced us, without 
other affected residents and 
sympathisers, to draw our dilemma to 
public notice. We shall continue to 
pursue this course of action until our 
reasonable request for equal treatment 
with “workers” is granted. 

At your last committee meeting 
(November 13), the proposal to address 
the impending problems put by Coun 
Petts was defeated by five votes to four. 
It is unfortunate that this issue appears 
to have taken on a political bias as 
protesting residents come from all 
spectrums of party, or non-party, 
persuasion. 

Before the committee meeting started 
your chairman was asked if attending 
members of the public would be given 
the opportunity to speak and put their 
views for consideration. Chairman Coun 
Seaman indicated that the “gallery” 
would be able to speak; this turned out 
not to be the case and, although some 
committee members openly expressed 
their reservations, the matter was 
summarily brought to a close following 
the vote on Coun Pett’s proposal. 

What we find provocative is the 
presumptive dismissal of our concerns. 
Coun Seaman refers to “taxpayers” as if 
we do not pay taxes, and in his Radio 


Cambridgeshire broadcast response 
disingenuously could not place our 
location, only one day after signing off 
two letters addressed to us setting out 
the “party” line. In committee, this 
approach was forcefully supported by 
Coun Bradney, who made it clear that 
the residents were of no relevance in this 
matter and should, in summary, “... use 
the commuter car park, buy land to park 
on or rent a garage...” The Mayor of Ely 
would do well to remember that it is his 
citizens who will be affected by his 
blinkered refusal to consider their 
position. 

Coun Goodge is quoted in the local 
press (November 22) as stating: “We 
have no intention of giving in”, and, quite 
staggeringly proclaims, “We can’t favour 
the people of Ely to the detriment of the 
city!” Well, we, as Ely residents, might 
well ask why the representative of “the 
Downham villages” feels so well 
qualified to dismiss our concerns 
without any effort being made to assess 
our need. 

We remind the committee that we do not 
seek any concession that has not been 
granted to qualifying workers; to comply 
with your new regulations some vehicles 
will have to be moved from one spot to 
search for another at the peak period of 
traffic movement. Surely it is clear that 
this necessity is contrary to the overall 
aim of improving the parking regime in 
the city. We will continue to press for 
changes until we have a satisfactory 
outcome.

Open letter to the chairman and 
members of the transport committee 

Sir, I sat frustrated in the public gallery, 
unable to voice my opinion, after hearing 
the arrogant remarks from one of your 
committee members who stated that 
house owners using the car park free are 
being subsidised by others who have off- 
street parking. The rating system does 
not necessarily take into account parking 
space. A large house without parking can 
be rated higher than a small property with 
a parking space. 

If, as he said, I am being subsidised by 
others then this must also mean that I am 
going to subsidise shop owners who 
have no parking facilities on their 
premises. As most of the establishments 
are not owned by local people but large 
companies, I as a local taxpayer, object 
most strongly to this. Furthermore, as an 
Ely resident for the past 40 years, having 
always supported local traders and not 
the Curry’s and Argos’s of the world, I 
spend more per week in the town than 
any tourist is likely to spend. It may be 
that internet shopping is now the way 
forward. 

A thought does come to mind as to 
whether it is legal to subsidise some 
members of the community at the 
expense of others. I assume these 
permits will be taxable as benefits in kind. 

It also appears that a large number of 
King’s School staff and pupils together 
with shop staff take up the majority of the 
car parking spaces at Barton Road, 
therefore, if they all have parking permits 
you will still not alleviate the parking 
problems in this car park.

Ramp’s ‘boom’ annoys residents 


A COSTLY skate ramp that 
booms “like a steel drum” is 
proving to be a headache for 
residents. 

The City of Ely Council started 
work on the St John’s Road 
skatepark in February 2006, but a 
“drumming effect” produced by 
skaters is still causing problems 
for residents living nearby. 

Art Kelleway, chairman of the St 
John’s Road playing fields 
committee, believes the cost of 
the project has risen above 
£100,000 and wants the council 
to finish the job fast with 
sound-proofing. 


He said: “It is almost like hitting 
a steel drum. 

“You just step on it and it really 
is a great big boom. When you 
have got skateboarders on it, it 
is even worse.” 

Mr Kelleway thinks the council 
is dragging its heels. He said: 

“It has taken two years to build 
a skatepark. 

“It is great to see the little ones 
down there - the main ramp is 
pretty good. 

“Our concern now is noise for 
the neighbours. 

“It should never have been built 
on a residential site.” 


The skatepark, which had an 
initial price tag of £80,000, went 
ahead despite the objections of 
hundreds of residents. 

Coun Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of the council’s recreation 
team, told the Weekly News the 
council wants to try a different 
type of pressure-pumped cavity 
wall insulation and appealed for 
any contractors who can help 
to step forward. 

He acknowledged the situation, 
saying: “We are very concerned 
this is a problem, and we are 
trying to do our utmost to 
relieve it.”

Clean-up cash delay 
causes ‘frustration’ 


A COUNCIL has express¬ 
ed “frustration” and “dis¬ 
appointment” that grant 
delays will hit residents 
whose homes are blighted 
by contaminated land. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council wants to clean up land 
at Old School Close and Ponts 
Hill in Littleport, the site of a 
former gasworks. 

But the Department for Envir¬ 
onment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) has delayed setting its 
budget, meaning its grant to the 
council - expected to be around 
£320,000 - will be held up. 

The money was expected to be

allocated to the council, which 
has committed £370,000 itself, in 
October. 

Council officers say they have 
been assured by Defra that the 
bid is being treated as a high 
priority. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head 
of environmental services and 
housing, said: “We are very 
disappointed that the decision 
on our bid for funding has been 
delayed. We are as frustrated as 
the residents who have been 
affected by this issue and who 
simply want a resolution. 


“Too many lives have been on 
hold waiting for this decision 
and further delay simply adds 
to these problems. 

“We are making sure every¬ 
thing is in place so we are ready 
to move once we have confirm¬ 
ation of the grant. 

“Throughout this process we 
have been in constant dialogue 
with the residents living on the 
site, explaining the process and 
giving them the latest health 
and safety information as we 
have it. 

“The Residents’ Association 
understands the pressures we 
have been working under and 
share our determination to 
resolve the issue.” 


Roadshow helps 500 


A COUNCIL roadshow saw 
500 people commit to 
cutting their energy con¬ 
sumption by 20 per cent. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s Energy

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Road rage family 
‘lucky to be alive’ 


A YOUNG family are 
“lucky to be alive” after a 
high-speed terror-chase in 
which their car was 
repeatedly rammed. 

The father-of-two has told the 
Weekly News about their 
terrifying ordeal when the car 
carrying his heavily pregnant 
wife and two children was 
targeted by road thugs. 

Describing it like a “movie car 
chase” carried out at speeds of 
up to 70mph, he said the family 
desperately tried to escape their 
attackers for a harrowing four 
miles. 

The man, who asked not to be 
named for fear of reprisals, said 
the “nightmare drive” began 
when he, his wife, their two-year- 
old daughter and eight-year-old 
son were driving to their home 
near Ely on the night of 
Saturday November 17. 

They were travelling in their 
green Fiat Punto on the A10 
between Little Downham and Ely 
at around 9.55pm when they were 
rammed and pushed by a red 
Vauxhall Corsa, believed to be 
carrying three men. 

The father said: “I was driving 
along, when out of the blue this 
red Corsa rammed the back of 
me and my family. They kept 
doing it for several miles. My 
eight-year-old boy was just

screaming and screaming and 
my little two-year-old girl was in 
shock.” 

He now fears the thugs may 
come after him if he is identified. 

Describing more of the 
moments leading up to the 
attack, he said: “Basically, I was 
driving along when the car had 
its full beams on behind me. As 
you do, I flashed my fog lights 
because I was being blinded. 
Within seconds he rammed us 
and was pushing us as we were 
doing 60mph. 

“He kept ramming us and 
pushing us to the side. I daren’t 
brake. He rammed us at a junct¬ 
ion and then eased off a bit as we 
went through Little Downham. 

“But as we got out of the 
village he came at us again, 
ramming us and pushing us. It 
was terrifying. I was thinking 
‘My family are going to get killed 
- we are all going to die’. 

“By this time we were doing 
speeds of 70mph as I tried to get 
away from them. At one junction 
my car went up a ramp and 
literally took off. It was 
unbelievable. My wife was on the 
mobile phone to police, and I told 
her to just pray to God we would 
get out of this alive. 

“The car then came up 


alongside us. There were three 
men in it and they were hurling 
abuse at us. It was dark so I 
couldn’t get a good description. 

“I managed to overtake a car in 
front, though I knew it was a 
risk, but I had to get away from 

them. I had to take a roundabout 
with 500 yards to go at 70mph. He 
was still pushing me along even 

then. 

“It was the scariest thing ever. 
Nothing like this has ever 
happened to us before. Event¬ 
ually I managed to pull in to the 
driveway of a farm I knew and 
the car followed. But when they 
saw that I was going towards a 
house they just spun around and 
wheel-spinned off. It was like 
something out of the movies. 

“I injured my back and my 
wife, who is heavily pregnant, 
was traumatised.” 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses. Pc Stuart Hilton said: 
“This was a very frightening 
experience for the family who 
have no idea why the car was 
ramming them.” 

He urged any witnesses to the 
attack to get in touch, particul¬ 
arly the driver of a car believed 
to be a grey Renault Kangoo, 
which was overtaken by the 
family in the chase.

Westminster meeting 


CHIEF Constable Julie Spence 
is hopeful her force will get 
extra cash next year and a 
better financial settlement in 
the future after a showdown in 
Westminster with the Home 
Secretary 

The head of Cambridgeshire’s police 
force told Jacqui Smith that rapid 
population growth was putting extra 
pressure on budgets and without more 
Whitehall money she would have to cut 
the number of bobbies on the beat. 

Ms Spence, Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority chairman Keith Walters and 
its chief executive Philip Peaston ham¬ 
mered home the message that 
increasing economic migration and 
house building proposed for the county 
had left the police short of cash to 
carry out their duties. 

After the meeting in Mrs Smith’s 
parliamentary office, they expressed 
optimism the Home Secretary had 
listened to their case. 

Mrs Smith said she would respond to 
their representations within a month. 
The Home Office’s final financial 
settlements for forces across England 
and Wales are due early next month. 

Mrs Spence, who caused a political

storm after saying that the vast 
number of Eastern European immig¬ 
rants coming to Cambridgeshire put 
extra pressures on her force because of 
cultural and language difficulties, said: 
“I am hopeful that next year we might 
get extra cash from the Home Office 
because of the rapidly growing 
population in Cambridgeshire that we 
would not get without putting our case 
directly to the Home Secretary 

“I am also optimistic that future 
financial settlements for Cambridge¬ 
shire will reflect this need for 
flexibility because of our particular 
problems.” 

Ms Spence said that she had made 
the point that Cambridgeshire police 
suffered specific problems because of 
the county’s diversity - partly because 
of the international nature of the city 
and its university and also the 
extensive use of different and 
changing migrant communities in the 
fruit and vegetable growing and 
processing industries. Cambridge and 
Huntingdon have been also earmarked 
by the Government as one of the 


fastest growing areas in the country 

Ms Spence said: “We told the Home 
Secretary that it was not just about 
migrant workers but the sheer 
increase of population in the county. 

“We need an extra £1 million next 
year or we will have to cut the numbers 
of police officers and support staff. I 
don’t expect to get that but Mrs Smith, 
whose own constituency in Redditch 
reflects some of our problems, listened 
very sympathetically to our case. 

“We are not saying that Eastern 
Europeans are more criminal but that 
if we arrest someone, we have to get 
someone to speak the language and 
translate which takes twice as long. 

“There are also problems with 
victims of crime and witnesses where 
they may not want to come to the 
police after their experience of Com¬ 
munist eastern Europe.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“The Home Secretary listened 
carefully to the concerns expressed by 
Cambridgeshire police. We have set up 
the Migration Impacts Forum to 
consider the impacts of migration and 
we will consider any evidence 
provided by the police, together with 
colleagues from communities and local 
government.”

A £9 million bridge 
repair project is to 
be finished by 
Christmas. 

Work is underway 
after a derailed train 
damaged a bridge over 
the River Great Ouse. 

The incident happ¬ 
ened south-east of Ely 
station on June 22 and 
the line has been out of 
service ever since. 

Network Rail is 
footing the bill and 
reports the project is on 
course. 

A spokeswoman for 
Network Rail said: “We 
are on schedule to have 
the work finished the 
week before Christmas. 
Two, very large box 
culverts are in place and 
the rest of the bridge 
will follow in mid-

December. We have been 
very fortunate with the 
weather so far and we 
hope that will continue. 

“The bridge is being 
built with the future in 
mind and will be able to 
accommodate the larg¬ 
est freight trains.” 

The line is pre¬ 
dominately used for 
freight travelling from 
Ipswich to Peter¬ 
borough. 

Trains have been 
diverted via London as 
work takes place. Pass¬ 
enger services have 
been replaced by buses 
between Peterborough 
and Bury St Edmunds. 
Train operator One has 
organised coaches, 


which will remain in 
place while work con¬ 
tinues. 

Network Rail hopes to 
see services return to 
the line as soon as the 
work is completed. 

The huge building 
operation, carried out 
by Kier Construction, 
began in September. 

Before work could 
start, a temporary road 
had to be built from the 
A142 across marshland 
to move a 1,000 tonne 
crane into position and 
lift off derailed wagons 
and the old bridge. 

The Rail Accident 
Investigation Branch is 
still looking into the 
incident. The train was 
pulling 37 wagons, 11 of 
which derailed causing 
heavy damage to the 
rails and bridge.

The Riot is a Fenland women’s morris side who perform traditional 
and original dances in the Border style. 

The side was formed more than 20 years ago and in that time has 
danced the length and breadth of the UK and parts of Europe. It takes 
its name from the bread riots of 1816 that spread from Littleport to Ely. 
The Border style of dancing originates from the Welsh border with 
England and can be traced back to the counties of Heredfordshire, 
Shropshire and Worcestershire. Ely and Littleport Riot has brought 
their own flavour and interpretation to this English folk tradition; the 
black skirts represent the dark fenland soil, the red hankies and bells 
the bloody revolt and clamor of the 1816 riots and the colourful 
waistcoats and costume jewellery the individuality of each dancer. 
While dancing with the Riot is an exclusively female affair the “wall of 
sound’ provided by the musicians tends to be masculine with the 
occasional feminine interruption. The Riot can field a veritable feast of 
music with fiddles, banjo, flute or whistle, guitar and percussion 
creating a musical environment with which to drive on and encourage 
the dancers.

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BMW’s cult coupe is a delight 


I WAS up very early at the 
recent autumnal BMW 
multi-model launch here in 
the UK for two good reasons. 

One, the heating in my room 
wasn’t working; and two, there was 
a car I wanted to get my hands on. 

That motor was the 135i Coupe, a 
brand new sports car packing the 
“International Engine of the Year 
2007” award-winning twin-turbo¬ 
charged 3.0-litre petrol engine. 
First, though, a look around. The 1 
Series Coupe takes up space in a 
nicely macho yet understated way, 
a million miles from the other- 
worldy Z4 Coupe and also, 
importantly, sufficiently individual 
in relation to the 1 Series 
hatchback. 

Climb aboard and you are in 
familiar territory with near-perfect 
driving position, understated 
ergonomic precision, and subtle 
yet sporting themes. Two interior 
styles of dashboard are available, 
one with navigation, one without. 
If navigation is specified, an elec¬ 
trically folding colour display is 
housed in the centre top of the 
dashboard, with the iDrive 
controller fitted on the centre 
console adjacent to the gearstick.

Slot the keyfob into the centre 
console, prod the starter button 
and the twin turbocharged 3.0-litre 
petrol unit sparks to life. 

Curiously the 135i Coupe felt 
more comfortable and yielding 
than its hatchback sibling, perhaps 
because the Coupe’s stronger 
rigidity lets the suspension work 
more effectively. This means that 
you are at the wheel of a little 
sports car that displays exemplary 
control and minimal lean through 
corners, yet rides with more grace 
than you would expect. This model 
also features an electronic 
differential to aid traction while 
accelerating out of corners. 

And performance? Well the 135i 
deserves to carry the “M” moniker 
as it is actually not far off the pace 
of an M3. Glance at the figures and 
you will note that it comfortably 
trounces equivalents like the Golf

R32 and Audi S3 - and even 
embarrass Porsche Cayman S 
owners. In the end however it is the 
nature of the power delivery that 
boggles the mind more than the 
bald figures. Given an inviting 
swathe of empty country road I 
floored the accelerator in second 
and then third gears. The pace was 
relentless right across the rev 
range, and the strangest thing of 
all was that the turbos kept 
themselves completely silent. Hit 
the throttle at almost any engine 
speed and there is a mountain of 
torque on tap. 


The fat steering wheel gives you 
something to hang on to as you go 
into hyperdrive, while the gearshift 
is typical BMW - meaty yet 
positive. When you need to erase 
momentum, the massive discs in 
the high-performance braking 
system are awesome, with six- 
piston calipers at the front and two- 
piston calipers at the rear for 
greater stopping power. 

BASICALLY... 

A halo car for the 1-Series range 
that truly cuts the mustard. People 
are going to love this coupe.

MOTOR industry 
moves to address the 
large number of 
complaints motorists 
make about poor 
service at garages 
were welcomed this 
week by Consumer 
Minister Gareth 
Thomas. 

A group of 25 industry 
heavy hitters from across 
the sector, including 
independent garages, has 
agreed a code of practice 
and enforcement regime 
designed to drive up 
standards. 

Consumer Minister 
Gareth Thomas welcomed 
the Retail Motor Strategy 
Group's (RMSG) efforts: “It 
has been estimated that 
shoddy servicing and 
repairs could cost 
consumers as much as £4 
billion a year. Clearly 
something needs to be done 
and I am reassured that the 
industry is taking positive 
steps to address this issue.

Roger Putnam, CBE, 
Chairman of the RMSG and 
the former Chairman of 
Ford said: “This is an 
important decision, and the 
culmination of a great deal 
of hard work. It underlines 
the professionalism and 
dedication of the team, and 
the desire of the sector to 
address the issue. That 
desire will now drive the 
process forward to public 
launch.” 

The next steps will be: 

■ Setting up a web-site and 
getting more garages to 
formally sign up to the code 

■ Putting in place people to 

run the compliance, 
enforcement and 

conciliation elements of the 
code 

■ Submitting the Code to 
the Office of Fair Trading 
(OFT) for formal approval 

The group intends to 
launch the scheme to the 
public in spring 2008.

Hydrogen Honda FSX is hailed 


HONDA has launched 
what can surely be said 
to be one of the most 
important cars ever. 

The FCX is a 
concept that has had a 
few designs before it 
and, as such, is pretty 
well developed. In 
terms of styling, it’s 
quite nice and 
reasonably futuristic 
but it doesn’t live up to 
the billing that it was 
given in the opening 
sentence. The real 
importance of this car 
is under the skin. 

The FCX is powered 
by an electric motor 
which runs off a 
hydrogen fuel cell. The 


fuel cell is crucially 
important to the future 
of the automotive 
industry, and the world 
in general. To keep it 
really simple, a fuel cell 
stack generates 
electricity from 
hydrogen and oxygen, 
thus dramatically 
reducing our reliance 
on polluting fossil fuels. 

The zero-emission 
FCX is the first 
hydrogen fuel cell car in 
history to enter 
production, even though 
production is limited to 
100 units for the time 
being. It has a range of 
270 miles, giving it an 
equivalent of 82mpg - 


and the constant 
development that 
Honda has implemented 
will only see those 
figures get bigger. 

One key problem 
with the hydrogen fuel 
cell is the 
infrastructure. People 
pop down to the petrol 
station for petrol, 
diesel and, in a few 
cases, LPG. There are 
virtually no places to fill 
up with hydrogen. 
Honda will be leasing 
the FCX to customers 
in California where 
there are a few 
hydrogen filling 
stations around already 
but it already has one 


solution to the 
infrastructure problem. 
The company has 
developed its own 
home energy station. 

The home energy 
station, like the FCX, is 
already well developed. 
In its fourth generation, 
the station can provide 
hydrogen fuel for your 
car and the home. 
Compared to an 
average family home 
powered by electricity 
from the national grid 
and using a petrol 
powered car, the 
energy station can 
reduce emissions by 
30 per cent and costs 
by 50 per cent.

The visitors fell behind after 20 
minutes, before Daniel 
Coulson’s quick feet saw him 
score a try which was 
converted by Jamie Russell. 

But West Norfolk reclaimed the 
lead before half time and 
Jimmy Gilborn and Lee Kupyn 
were both yellow-carded after 
the break as the visitors 
slipped to their ninth straight 
league reverse. 

Captain Lee Coulson said: “I 
was proud of the squad as I 
asked them to show passion 
and to perform, and that’s 
exactly what they did.” 
Meanwhile, Ely thirds enjoyed 
a 13-8 success over a strong 
Letchworth side. 

Making the most of the wind in 
the first half Ely attacked from 
the kick off, challenging for 
every ball and playing the 
territorial game off the boot of 
fly-half Carl Ward and centre 
Pete Vousden. 

The pressure showed when 
Letchworth were penalised for 
going over in the ruck just 
outside the 22 and Pete 


Vousden made no mistake, 
despite difficult kicking 
conditions. Then Dave Walker 
was unlucky to have his 
tap-and-go try disallowed, 
however, quick vision from 
Taff Lloyd from the retake saw 
Jez Latham and Dave Dyer 
power over the line with Dyer 
touching the ball down. The 
blustery conditions made the 
conversion attempt almost 
impossible, but Ely led 8-0. 

Ely kept up constant pressure 
on the Letchworth line and Ben 
Brownlie broke from the back 
of the scrum to go over for the 
second try of the half. Again 
the wind prevented the 
conversion. The second period 
was a different story as the 
wind was now against Ely and 
Letchworth finally broke 
through with 10 minutes 
remaining to make it 13-5. 
Injury forced several 
substitutions, and the 
opposition sensed their chance, 
but the Tigers defence held 
solid, with formidable tackling 
in the backs, and the score 
remained unchanged for a 
very hard-fought and well 
deserved win to Ely. 

Ely skipper Ben Brownlie said 
“The team performance today 
was immense. We came up 


against a very strong side and 
every Ely player out there 
played their hearts out. 
“Defensively, we were very 
strong, and with quicker ball to 
the backs we can build on that 
solid base to attack more 
aggressively, too.” 

■ Ely Tiger Under-13s went 
down 15-5 in their game with 
Shelford. Forward pressure 
saw Ely in the Shelford 22 for 
much of the first half and Ely 
could have scored on at least 
two occasions. 

The pressure finally bore fruit 
as Kieran Russell rushed the 
Shelford line and ran in the 
first try in the left-hand corner. 
Shelford did come back at Ely 
following the try, but some 
strong tackling by Callum 
Haggard and Peter Forteath 
kept Shelford on the back-foot. 
The final play of the first half 
saw Kieran Russell take the 
ball from another strong Ely 
scrum, feed Ryan Clarke who 
punted a long cross field ball 
which looked like a certain try 
as Harry Rogerson followed it 
in, unfortunately the bounce 
took the ball away from him on 
the left wing. 

Shelford seized the initiative in 
the second half, levelled the 
score and went on to win.
